Three Designs For 
Australian Olympics 


The three stamps to be issued 
by Australia late next year to 
mark the Melbourne Olympiad, 
November 22 to December 8, 
1956, will each be of different 
design. Australian Postmaster- 
General Hubert L. Anthony, in 
announcing this, said that con- 
sideration was currently being 
given to the selection of suitable 
design subjects. 

Mr. Anthony advised it was 
intended the stamps be placed 
on sale at all Australian post of- 
fices on or about October 17, 
1956, and they would continue 
to be available until the con- 
clusion of the Games. 

The denominations would com- 
prise 34% pence (domestic and 
British Commonwealth letter 
rate), 74% pence (foreign letter 
rate) and 2 shillings (airmail rate 
to North America, Europe and 
Africa). 

Mr. Anthony added that at- 
tention was also being given to 
the provision of special commem- 
orative hand postmarkers for use 
at post offices which would be 
associated with Olympic Games 
activities.

3 Centenaries 


For New Zealand 


Postmaster General Shand of 
New Zealand has revealed the 
details of the three special 
stamps which are to be issued 
next July to mark the centennial 
of New Zealand’s first postage 
stamps. 

That first series was placed 
on sale July 18, i855. They con- 
sisted of denominations of 1d, 
2d and 1 shilling — each bore a 
full face portrait of Queen Vic- 
toria and were imperforate. 

It is quite possible that the 
first day of issue of the forth- 
coming commems will be released 
on the actual anniversary date 
of July 18. 

Designs and values selected 
for the centennial stamps are:— 
2d — a Maori runner, one of the 
earliest means used for the car- 
rying of the mails; 3d — a full- 
face portrait of the queen, based 
on the format of. the first is- 
sue; 4d — an aeroplane in flight 
as a symbol of 20th century com- 
munications. 

Two colors are to be used for 
the 2d, green and sepia; the 3d 
will be carmine, and the 4d blue. 

The successful designers were 
R. M. Conly of Christchurch 
(2d); James Berry of Wellington 
(3d); A. G. Mitchell of Welling- 
ton (4d). 

Allen G. Mitchell, designer of 
the 4d, is a newcomer to the 
ranks of. artists who have had 
their artwork accepted for 
stamps. He is the son of Len C. 
Mitchell who has executed a 
number of outstanding stamp 
pictures. Allen is one of two 
sons who work with their father 
in the family studio.

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Scriptures and 
Israeli Stamps 
Rev. Aloysius S. Horn 


One of the interesting sidelights 
on the stamps of Israel is the in- 
clusion of quotations from the Old 
Testament. It must be remembered 
that the Hebrew sentence reads 
from the right to the left. So far, 
seven samp designs have included 
quotations, or parts thereof. 

Design Scott type A9, called the 
Jerusalem stamp, and which shows 
roads leading to Jerusalem and the 
walls of the city has below it the 
inscription: ‘Gaal Jerusalem”’, 
part of Isaias 52, verse 9: ‘‘.. .He 
hath redeemed Jerusalem...” 

The second stamp wit ha ninscrip- 
tion is Al0, the Negev, where the 
saying is found in the left-hand 
lower corner and reads: ‘‘Ki natati 
bamidbar mayim.” This is also 
from Isaias, 43, verse 20, where you 
will find, ‘‘. . .because I have given 
waters in the wilderness...” 

Four more quotations, all taken 
from the Song of Songs of Solomon, 
or the Canticle of Canticles are 
found on the Festival Stamps of the 
year 5713, our 1952. The 15 pruta 
showing figs is from Chapter IH, 
verse 13: ‘‘Hateana hanta pegeha, 
which translated means: ‘The fig 
tree hath put forth her green 
figs...’’ These are all on design

On number 67, the design show- 
ing the Madonna lily, 40 pruta val- 
ue, the bottom line reads: ‘‘Sho- 
shanat haamakim”’ which is from 
Chapter II verse 1 and means: 
“(I am)...the lily of the valleys.” 
The next number, 68, shows a dove 
and wild ginger, and on the bottom 
line we see: ‘‘Yonati behagve hase- 
la’, which is in the same chapter, 
verse 14,: ‘‘My dove in the clefts 
of the rock...” ; 

The final stamp of this series, 
pumber 69, shows hazel nuts and 
on the bottom line has a quota- 
tion from verse 11, ‘‘El ginat egoz 
yaradti”’ that is: ‘‘I went down into 
the garden of nuts.” 

The seventh stamp of this clas- 
sification is A31, the BILU stamp 
of 1952, where on the bottom line 
we see: ,, Beth Yaakov lekku ven- 
elkha...”’ taken from Isaias chap- 
ter 2, verse 5, ‘‘O House of Jacob, 
come ye, and let us walk’; but 
the most important part of this 
verse is not inscribed, and that 
seems to me to be the important 
part of the quotation By found in 
the Bible, “in the light of the Lord.” 

It will be wel! to keep an eye 
on the stamps of Israel not only 
for more quotations from the Holy 
Scriptures, but also scenes from 
the Holy Land.

IMPORTERS EXPORTERS RETAILERS APPRAISERS 
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There Was No Storm 


When we wrote about P. O. cooperation in our editoria) of February 
28 we thought there would be a storm of protest at our suggestions, but 
now after three weeks the letters commenting on it have been few. 
This leads us to believe that the few letters must have come from 
people who did not read our remarks care- 
fully. 

The chief complaint was that if the 
stamps were to be put on sale for only 30 
days, then some smart dealer would step 
in and buy up the whole issue. This could 
not happen for they would be sold for 30 
days and no one could possibly afford to 
try to buy it up. If they did they would get 
the biggest shock they ever had for enough 
stamps would be printed to keep them on 
sale to fill all orders received within 30 days, 
so that every collector in the country would 
have an opportunity to get what he wanted. 

The other complaints were that, ‘‘I col- 
lect for the pleasure I get out of it and not 
with the thought of making a profit.’? Such 
talk is all bologna from most collectors. 
It is these boys who watch the catalog each 
year to see if stamps are going wp in price. 
It is the fellows, who if they buy a set from

dealers the world around have nothing to do with making the prices 
on stamps. 

Do not kid yourself, most stamp collectors like to see prices ad- 


vance on stamps they buy. Also remember that buying sheets from 
the Agency is not stamp collecting. You fellows who buy sheets are 
not buying them for the pleasure you get out of them but with the hope 
that they will turn out to be worth something more than face value 
s0on. If you are collecting for fun why spend money on stamps, start 
collecting advertising labels. Many such are far more beautiful than 
most stamps, they can be had at less than a cent each and there are 
millions of them from. all over the world. 


More On The Pope Sei From Panama 


A great many letters have come to us commending our remarks 
about this proposed set of stamps. It appears that we misunderstood 
seme points concerning this proposed set and we are thankful to Mr. 
Ernest Kehr, stamp editor of the New York Herald Tribune for ex- 
plaining a few points. 

It was Mr. Kehr who dug up the facts as to how the issue was to 
be financed. This information was being kept as “‘top secret’? by the 
boys behind the plan, but some men who had been approached with an 
idea of getting them to invest in the project, gave out the information. 

Mr. Kehr also states that the Pope and Vatican were in no sway 
concerned with the proposed issue. We did not intimate they were but 
we did suggest that a word from there would do much to block the issue. 

We have information direct from Panama that practically no one 
down there ever knew or heard anything about the issue before Mr. 
Kehr made his announcement. Latest word from Panama in a letter 
dated March 2 is, ‘‘Pope issue temporarily suspended for further 
Government study. Believed that this issue was created to possibly 
fleece stamp collectors, so the principal stamp club together with all 
stamp dealers protested.’? Good for the Panama dealers. The ASDA 
failed to make such a protest when they first heard of the proposed issue. 

One group of investors who were ready to sink $300,000 in the pro- 
posed issue withdrew their support immediately after Mr. Kehr’s 
expose of the plan. We all owe a debt of gratitude to Mr. Kehr, the 
only real newspaper man who went after the facts instead of accepting 
the tripe handed out by the promoters. 

Now Ernie, a big newspaper like the Herald Tribune can lead the 
way in the current label business. These labels have been sold all over 
the United States and all over the world as postage stamps. They have 
been carried through the U. S. Mails and the International Mails as 
postage stamps, sold and represented as such. This elearly is against 
both U. S. and International Postal Laws. With the financial baeking of 
your paper you can do a job that will put stamp collectors in debt to 
your paper for the next generation if you will dig out the facts and 
print them. Please do it. 


Siill More On The Labels 


Our previous remarks about the Moluccan labels were made with 
a@ view to giving our readers an exact picture of what is known about 
the entire situation and the possibility of their being stamps as we know 
stamps. As yet we have no evidence that leads us to believe them 
deserving of the name. 

Now comes an advertisement in the Philatelic Exporter British 
dealers’ journal in which the Atlanta Stamp Co. of London who are ap- 
parently big supporters of label issues of any nature, try to lead people 
to believe that these labels are stamps and deserve recognition as such. 

Incidentally, this firm is under the management of a Dr. Katz. It 
is therefore apparent that the Katz and Dogs get along well together, 
like each other, so to speak. , : 

Speaking about these label issues from the standpoint of the Ameri- 
ean market, we have it from one big packet-maker and chain store 
supply source that the label packets are destroying the store trade. 
This man says, ““‘The presence of label-type material (including tele- 
graphs, private airmail and charity labels ete.) has hurt progress con- 
siderably, in many of the chain stores. Some of the stores get loaded 
with this sort of stuff; as collectors become wiser and better-informed 
about it, it sells slower and slower; most of the managers do not know 
ene stamp from another; and, because of the slow rate of turn-over, 
they beeome ‘sour’ on the whgle subject of stamps, and do not want to 
handle anything of a philateM€ nature, in their stores.” 

To show just how bad these label packet makers are rebbing the 
children who buy this trash, this dealer says, ‘‘I have personally seen 
numerous different packets from , priced at 25c each, and con- 
taining non-Scott material—this same material has been offered to us 
im the past at lc — 1%c (against a retail price of 25c!), and we of 
course rejected it. It is all very frustrating.” 

So boys, why try to kill your goose that lays golden eggs? 


The PAID Markings 


We have finished with the articles on the PAID Markings on the 3c 
stamp of 1861. During the past several weeks we have acquired and 
also been shown a large rumber of new Markings noi listed by us. We 
are having cuts made of these and writing them up for addition to and 
imclusion in the-book which will be issued as soon as this final work can 
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be accomplished. Altogether there will be from 20 to 25 new illustra- 
tions besides many additions to the known towns of use for items already 
listed. 

It has been suggested by some that we try to price these items based 
on their scarcity. This would be quite a difficult task as there are two 
groups to reckon with. who collect what are known as Fancy 
Cancellations would want certain of these PAID markings, thus while 
some of the so-called Fancy Cancellations are no more rare er even 
not so rare as certain of the plain PAID markings, one would have to 
consider the potential market for these with reference to both groups 
of collectors. It would therefore mean that certain of the PAID which 
are not Fancy Items would have te be priced lower than some Fancy 
PAIDS because the market for them is not so-great. 

However it would be interesting to try to price this material and 
while I may not do it in the book, I believe I should like to do it and 
print the list in this paper at a later date. Only by doing this can we 
hope to eventually get pretty close to a real honest value on material 
of this nature. a. 

Naturally if this is done, one would have to have a copy of the book 
in order to understand the prices. Therefore we suggest you place your 
order now. The price is $2.00 postpaid, before publication. After pub- 
lication the price will be the same but pestage will be extra. 


SMILE PAA Cachet For 
Teheran Flight 


On or about April 24 Pan 
American World Airways will 
inaugurate serviee between New 
York and Teheran, Iran. Arrange- 
ments have been made to ser- 
vice covers from Teheran to New 
York. 

There will be no first flight 
cover service from, and to imter- 
mediate points because the post- 
al administration of Iran has de- 
cided not to provide philatelie 
treatment for any covers destined 
to intermediate points. There 
will, therefore, be first flight 
cover service from New York to 
Teheran and from Teheran to 
New York. 

Philatelists desiring covers from 
Teheran to New York should 
forward their self addressed ai- 
mail envelopes to the Superin- 
tendent of Postal Services, Pan 
American World Airways, 28-19 
Bridge Plaza, North, Long Island 
City 1, N. ¥. Each cover should 
be accompanied Sy 25c to cover 
handling expenses and the cost 
of postage from Teheran to New 
York, and the covers should 
reach Pan American on or before 
April 18, 1955. 

The covers should be addressed 
for delivery in the United States 
and contain a filler to assure a 
clear cachet and _ cancellation. 
The address on each eover should 
be at the extreme right of the 
envelope to allow space for the 
cachet. 

Philatelists desiring covers on 
the first flights from New York 
to Teheran should watch for a 
local announcement. It is pre- 
sumed that self addressed air- 
mail envelopes with 25c in post- 
age affixed for each one-half 
ounce can be sent to the Post- 
master, New York, N. Y., with a 
request that the cover be held 
for dispatch on the first flight 
of Pan American World Airways 
from New York to Teheran.

I believe it is about time we 
give some kind of philatelic 
recognition to our friends and 
neighbors of Southeast Asia.

We have honored Korea with 
a stamp as mentioned above, and 
the Philippines with the “pork- 
chop” design of 1944. 

Nations which coald be in- 
cluded im the series I vision 
would be Siam, Australia, New 
Zealand, Nationalist China, Jap- 
an and Burma. The denomina- 
tions would be something for 
your Post Office Department to 
decide, 

Now hold it a minute, please, 
because we're not quite done 
with this idea. 

March 3, 1956 is the 25th an- 
niversary of the Act of Congress 
which legally designated the 
Star Spangled Banner as the Na- 
tional Anthem, I think we should 
have a commem for that which 
might picture the United States 
flag in full colors, and a bar from 
the song. 

Such a stamp could be re- 
leased in conjunction with the 
big international philatelic ex- 
hibition scheduled for New York 
city in March 1956. 

Further, that stamp, and the 
six or so issued for our neigh- 
bers of southeastern Asia, could 
be gathered into a souvenir 
sheet, also for sale in connection 
with the exhibition. 

To keep the cost of the souvenir 
sheet nominal, the six SEATO 
nation stamps could be made in- 
to 2-centers for the souvenir 
sheet and the Star Spangled 
Banner commem a 3-center, mak- 
ing a nominal 15c face value. 

I sorta think our United States 
collectors would appreciate such 
stamps tremendously, and our 
fellow collectors abroad would 
go for the idea enthusiastically,

A reader who confesses he has 
been spending a lot of time look- 
ing for the odd watermark in the 
paper of some British Colonial 
stamps wants to know is there 
an easy way of doing this—would 
an ultra-violet light expose it 
better? 

Ultra-violet light would hard- 
ly be the answer at ail. 

Any way you do it, watermark- 
ing is a slew process, excepting 
in those instances where the 
mark becomes easily outlined 
just by placing the stamp face 
down on a jet black surface. A 
number of British Colonies 
stamps have the watermark that 


prominent in the paper—in fact, 


you can see some of them very 
well just by looking at their 


backs 


Watermarks can also be detec- 


ted in some stamps by holding 
them up to a light and looking 


at their backs. Here you should 


first know for what yeu are look- 
ing because it is possible to be 
fooled with paper having thin 
areas. The Scott Catalogs all tell 
you whether a stamp has or 
doesn’t have a watermark, and 
further, the book has an illus- 
tration of it, if it does. 


For the most part, the water- 


marks on United States stamps 
are not easy to detect. In the 
first place due to the distribu- 
tion throughout 
stamp paper,

nitely must know what you are 
trying to find, and what it looks

It is quite possible for a U. 
stamp to come from a sheet ve 
but having 
no part of the watermark. It is 
also possible for a stamp to have 
a part of a watermarh that you 
can’t determine whether it is of 
the doubie-line or  single-line 
letter. In such cases it is a doubt- 
ful stamp and you can’t positive- 
ly place it in your collection. 

I think most of you know that 
the common method of detecting 
watermarks, other than those 
suggested above, is the use of a 
black tray, preferably glass, and 
carbon tetrachloride, or 
benzene. The former is poisonous 
to inhale to any extent, and the 
latter is . inflammable. 

You lay your stamp or block 
face down in the tray and drip a 
few drops of the chemical on it. 
That should expose the mark. 


Then lay the stamp aside on a

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blotter and it will dry quickly 
with no damage. 

There is also a device which 
uses an electric light and col- 
ored transparent filters, but I 
‘have never had any occasion to 
use one of those so can’t tell 
how effective it is. 

You are going to find stamps 
which will resist every effort te 
tell you how they are water- 
marked. 

I might suggest you also go 
easy with the chemical water- 
marking on stamps printed by 
photogravure. Some will, and 
some won't take the treatment 
without damage. First get a cull 
of the same kind and see how it 
comes through a contact with 
the carbon tet or benzene. 

We might take this a step 
further in the matter of buy- 
ing or selling stamps supposed 
to have watermarks. Unless the 
person disposing of the item can 
positively show you that what 
he claims is a certain stamp be- 
cause of a watermark is just that, 
refuse it. Come the time you want 
to dispose of it, you won't be 
able to prove your claim, either. 


An interested lady reader has 
what could be an acceptable idea 
for stamp designs.

Portugal's First Kings 


On March 17, Portugal released a séries of nine stamps each of 
which pictured a king of the first dynasty. These are the men who 


ruled in succession when the country first became a united nation, They 
are pictured on the stamps of the first day cover above sent by D. J. 
Duarte of Portugal. The cacheted cover is one specially prepared by 
the Postal Administration—the postmark is also a special one in use on 
the first day of issue at Lisbon. 

England’s Bradbury Wilkinson & Co., Ltd. produced the series from 
engraved plates in quantities ranging from 250,000 to 5,000,000 for the 
various denominations. The denominations, colors and subjects are— 
10c magenta, Alfonso I; 20c bronze green, Sancho I; 50c turquoise, Al- 
fonso II; 90c emerald, Sancho II; 1 Escudo wine, Alfonso III; 1.40E 
carmine, Denis; 1.50E sepia, Alfonso IV; 2E vermilion, Pedro; 2.30E 
ultramarine, Fernando. 

What is now known as Portugal was inhabited in pre-historic times 
by a branch of the Celtiberian race, made up of native Iberian stock 
of the peninswa and inomigrant Celts. The Greeks, Carthaginians and 
Romans all had a control of at least a part of the country at one time 
or another, the Roman conquest finally ending in the fifth century when 
the Visigoths took over. The Moors displaced the Visigoths and in 
turn were driven out by the Galicians. 

During the internecine wars before and after the death of Alfonso 
VI of the Galicians, in 1109, the Portuguese began to develop a national 
spirit and to distinguish themselves from the hitherto dominant Gali- 
cians. This was especially true after the death of Count Henry (in 
1112) of Portugal when his wife devoted herself to the upbuilding ef an 
independent kingdom for their infant son. The latter,’ Alfonso I, (toc 
value) assumed the government in 1128, and fought valiantly against 
the Moors, over whom he won a splendid victory at Ourique in 1139. 
This was followed by his attempt to found a kingdom and long wars 
necessitated by the attempts of Castile to subdue his dominions, Alfonso 
took Lisbon from the Moors in 1147 and made it his capital. He died 
in 1185, after a long and brilliant reign. 

His son and successor, Sancho I (20c value), gained from the grati- 
tude of a prosperous country the title of the Founder of Towns. Alfonso 
II (50c value) did not follow Sancho’s wise policy, but came into conflict 
with the papacy, which culminated in the king’s excommunication and 
an interdict laid upon the kingdom. His son, Sancho II (90c value), 
was also excommunicated, the country being put under an interdict, 
and was deposed by Pope Innocent IV. His brother, Alfonso III (1E 
value), was on better terms with the clergy, and also proved to be a 
capable ruler. He assumed the title of king. 

The country had now reached its utmost European limits, and its 
course had been progressive, except for the unfortunate years of the 
struggle with the church. The long reign of Denis, or Deniz (1.40E 
value), the son of Alfonso III, was a period of progress and develop- 
ment hardly equalled at that time in Europe. Under him Portugal 
entered on that course of commercial enterprise which was the source 
of all the country’s wealth and greatness. In 1290 he founded the 
University of Lisbon. 

His son Alfonso IV (1.50E value) was compelled to defend his king- 
dom against Castilian and Moslem. Alfonso’s son Pedro (2E value), was 
succeeded by his son Ferdinand (2.30E. value), the last male in the 
legitimate line.

Exchanging And Trading 


One interesting way by which 
collectors build up their plate 
block collection is through trad- 
‘jing and exchanging with others. 
To a degree this takes place 
in some stamp clubs where there 
are enough members. For the 
most part, however, this is done 
through correspondence. 

Adding to your collection in 
this manner can be regarded as 
a fairly interesting phase of the 
hobby. It does have many ad- 
vantages but the beginner should 

cautioned. Most trading is 
done between one collector and 
another and therefore it is usu- 
ally conducted on an even ex- 
change basis. It is this particu- 
lar phase of trading that I wish 
to touch on lightly today.

Sometimes all 
this was written out in longhand, 
from which it is understandable 
why, in due time, the response 
to such a want list was long in 
coming and why it became a 
chore to continue the correspon- 
dence for exchange. Some other 
collectors have made various at- 
tempts both to minimize and 
lessen the time and trouble. 

It is my opinion that the print- 
ed check list, with blank squares, 
is the easiest to use and takes

Historic Document

With the fall of Rome on September 20, 1870, to the troops of King Emmanuel I, the last of the 
Pope’s temporal power came to an end. The Roman States that had comprised most of central Italy 
and many islands were absorbed into the new United Kingdom of Italy. To protest this illegal seizure 
of the Papal domain, the reigning Pontiff, Pope Pius IX, locked himself in the Vatican and declared 
Subsequent popes followed in the footsteps of Pius IX and refused to leave the 
This created a situation that embarassed the Kingdom of Italy and was referred to as The 


Immediately after his election in 1922, Pope Pius XI displayed a willingness to solve the Roman 
Question by giving his Apostolic Blessing from the outer balcony of St. 
Government recognized this sign and approached the Holy Father as to his intentions,

At irregular intervals, Coun- 
selor of State Barone, represent- 
ing the Kingdom of Italy, and 
Francesco Pacelli, representing 
the Holy Father met again and 
again to draw a suitable treaty. 
The final draft was studied and 
revised many times before it 
was presented to the Chamber of 
Representatives, and to Pius XI. 
This final draft was still un- 
Satisfactory and lead to more 
than two hundred protracted 
audiences before it was finally 
agreed to by both parties, 

On February 7, 1929 an an- 
nouncement was made by Card- 
inal Gasparri, Papal Secretary of 
State, to the Vatican court that 
a treaty between The Holy See 
and the Italian government would 
be signed at the Latran Palace on 
February 11. The Italian gov- 
ernment made aé similar an- 
nouncement to its diplomatic 
corps shortly afterwards. 

On the morning of February 
11 several automobiles contain- 
ing Cardinal Gasparri and_ his 
party left the Vatican and trav- 
eled across Rome through a hard 
driving rain. The representatives 
of the Pope entered the Lateran 
Palace and proceeded to the Hall 
of Constantine. At noon the rep- 
resentatives of the King of Italy, 
Premier Mussolini and his party 
entered the Hall and were greet- 
ed by the Papal representatives. 
After a brief exchange of cor- 
dialities, the representatives of 
the Pope and the Kingdom of 
Italy signed the three documents 
that comprised the Lateran Pact 
with a gold pen (see photo) sent 
by His Holiness, Pope Pius XI, 
for the signing of this historic 
treaty. As the signatures were 
being affixed to the documents 
the bells of St. John Lateran 
pealed joyously, a group of theo- 
logical students began chanting‘ 
the “Te Deum” in the square 
below. 

Within the short space of a 
half hour the documents were 
signed and the two dignitaries 
shook hands and congratulated 
each other. The Roman Question, 
resulting from the fall of the 
Roman States, hed been answer- 
ed! a Lateran Pact, so named

because it was signed at the La- 
teran Palace, was actually two 
documents consisting of forty-five 
articles, 

The first document was a 
treaty settling the Roman Ques- 
tion and establishing the new 
nation of the State of Vatican 
City. 

It is not possible to present a 
detailed listing of the provisions 
of this treaty but the important 
ones were that in addition to the 
Vatican State, the Holy Father 
would have complete jurisdiction 
over various lands outside of the 
Vatican proper. These include 
the Lateran Palace, Basilica of 
St. John Lateran, Basilica of St. 
Mary Major, Basilica of St. Paul, 
Castle Gondolfo (the Pope’s sum- 
mer residence), the Barberina 
Villa Palace of Dataria of S. 
Oalisto in Trastevera, and vari- 
ous other buildings. Furthermore 
all churches and buildings oc- 
cupied by priests and nuns were 
to be shown the utmost respect. 

Other provisions provided for 
the establishment of direct com- 
munications by Italy for the 
State of Vatican City. The Vati- 
can was guaranteed the right to 
maintain diplomatic relations ac- 
cording to international law. Im- 
munities were pranted to the 
church dignitaries and officials 
outside the Vatican proper as 
well as the land itself. A work- 
ing agreement was also reached 
that provided for the protection 
of the Vatican and the appre- 
hension and extradition of fugi- 
tives and criminals, 

The Lateran Treaty further 
stipulated that an indemnity of 
750,000,000 Lire in cash and l,- 
000,000,000 in Italian bonds bear- 
ing interest was to be paid to 
the Vatican for the loss of tem- 
poral power in 1870. In return 
Pius XI dropped all claims to 
the territories that comprised the 
Roman States. 

The concordat provided that 
Civil laws conflicting: with Canon 
or Church Laws were to be 
changed. Catholicism was to be- 
come the State religion of Italy. 
Catholic Action was to be recog- 
nized and protected. Religious

in the schools. 

Though the treaty was signed 
on February 11 it did not go 
into effect until noon of June 7, 
1929. At that time the govern- 
ment of the new State began to 
function; Swiss Guards took up 
their posts at the new bound- 
aries of the Vatican and rolled 
back the heavy bronze doors 
that had been closed since the 
fall of Rome in 1870. 

This new nation: has been apt- 
ly described by its first Soverign; 
Pope Pius’ XI when he said; 
“That much territory we need 
as a basis of sovereignty; that 
much territory without which we 
could not exist; . 7. that much 
body required to keep the soul 
together.”

To mark the silver jubilee of 
the signing of the Lateran Pacts 
the Pontifical Commission issued 
Ordinance LXXXV of February 
11, 1954 authorizing a set of two 
commemoratives to be placed on 
sale the following day. 

The two stamps issued for the 
25th anniversary of the Lateran 
Pact were skillfully designed by 
the noted Italian artist, Edmondo 
Pizzi. He felt that it would be 
very fitting to adopt the design 
from the first postal issues of 
the Vatican State.

AUSTRALIA — Further infor- 
mation regarding the Australian- 
American friendship stamp to be 
issued by this country has been 
received. The stamp will be is- 
sued on May 4, will be blue sn 
color and is to remain on sale for 
a period of one month. 

CHILE — We have received a 
a first day cover from Jose Gal- 
etovic, dated March 5. with the 
two stamps issued for the “Pri- 
mera Exposicion Filatelica de 
Valparaiso”, which was held in 
Vina del Mar from March 5 to 12. 
The 1 Peso stamp is blue and 
has the Coat-of-Arms of Vina 
del Mar. The 2 Peso stamp is 
red, and has the coat-of-arms of 
Valpariso.
